By the Associated Press, 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 4.— 
Mrs. Katharine Wright Haskell. 


wife of Henry J. Haskell, editor of 
the Kansas City Star, and sister 
of Orville and Wilbur Wright, in- 
ventors of the airplane, died of 
pheumonia at her home last night. 
She was 55 years old. 

Haskell, his son, Henry C. Has- 
kell, reporter for the Baltimore 
Sun, and her brothers, Orville and 
Lorin Wright, both of Dayton, O., 
were afthe bedside. 

Mrs. Haskell was the constant 
companion of her brothers when 
Lthey were planning their first 
heavier-than-air machine in Day- 
ton. The three were unmarried 


and lived at home. She never 
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would consent, however, to have 
her name linked with the actual 
development and ultimate triumph 
of her brothers’ plans. 

Orville and Wilbur, before his 
death in 1912, however, gave credit 
to their sister for her part tn their 
success, She had faith in them 
and gave encouragement when the 
world shook its head dubiously, 
they said.

OLLOWING is the tert of 
4 the inaugural address of 
President Herbert Hoover. 

My countrymen: 

This occasion is not alone 
the administration of the most 
sacred oath which can be as- 
sumed by an American citizen. 
It, is a dedication and consecra- 
tion under God to the highest 
office in service of our people. 
I assume this trust in the hu- 
mility of knowledge that only 
through the guidance of 4Al- 
mighty Providence can I hope 
to-discharge its ever-increasing 
burdens. 

It is in keeping with tradition 
throughout our history that I 
should express simply and di- 
rectly the opinions which I hold 
concerning some of the matters 
of present importance. 

Our Progress. 

If we survey the situation of 
our nation both at home and 
abroad, we find many satisfac- 
tions; we find -some causes for 
concern. We have emerged 
from the losses of the great war 
and the reconstruction follow- 
ing it, with increased virility 
and strength. From this 
strength we have contributed to 
the recovery and progress of the 
world. What America has done 
has given renewed hope and 
courage to all who have faith i: 
government by the people. In 
the large view, we have reached 
a higher degree of comfort and 
security than ever existed before 
in the history of the world. 
Through liberation from wide- 
spread poverty we have reached 
a higher degree of individual 
freedom than ever before. The 
devotion to and concern for our 
institutions are deep and Sin- 
cere. We are steadily building 
a hew race—a new civilization 
great In its own attainments. 
The influence and high purposes 
of our nation are respected 
among the peoples of the world.

There is a belief abroad 
that by invoking technicalities 
subterfuge and delay, 
of justice may be thwarted by 
those who can pay the cost. 

Reform, reorganization and 
strengthening of our whole 
judicial and enforcement SyYs- 
tem both in civil and criminal 
sides have been advocated for 
vears by statesmen, judges, and 
bar associations. First steps 
toward that end should not 
ionger be delayed. Rigid and 
expeditious justice is the first 
saferuard of freedom, the basis 
of all ordered liberty, the vital 
force of progress. It must not 
come to be in our republic that 
it can be defeated by the in- 
difference of the citizens, by 
exploitation of the delays and 
entanglements of the law, or by 
combinations of criminals. 
Justice must not fall because 
the agencies of enforcement are 
either delinquent or inefficient-

evils, to find their remedy, is 
the most sore necessity of our 
times. 


Enforcement of the Eight- 


eenth Amendment. 


Of the undoubted abuses 
which have grown up under 
the eighteenth amendment, part 
are due to the causes I have 
just mentioned; but part are 
due to the failure of some states 
to accept their share of respon- 
sibility for concurrent enforce- 
ment and to the failure of many 
state and local officials to ac- 
cept the obligation under their 
oath of office zealously to en- 
force the laws. With the fail- 
ures from these many causes 
has come a dangerous expan- 
sion in the criminal elements 
who have found enlarged oppor- 
tunities in dealing in illegal 
liquor, 

But a large responsibility 
rests directly upon our citizens. 
There would be little traffic in 
illegal liquor if only criminais 
patronized it. We must awake 
to the fact that this patronage 
from large numbers of law- 
abiding citizens is supplying the 
rewards and stimulating crime. 

I have been selected by you 
to execute and enforce the laws 
of the country.: I propose to do 
so to the extent of my own abil- 
ities, but the measure of suc- 
cess that the Government shal 
attain will depend upon the 
moral support which you, as 
citizens, extend. The duiy of 
citizens to support the lews of 
the land is co-equal with the 
duty of their Government toa 
enforce the laws which exist. 
No greater national secervice 
can be given by men and wom- 
en of good will—who, I know, 
are not unmindful of the re- 
sponsibilities of citizenship— 
than that they should, by their 
example, assist in stamping out 
crime and outlawry by refusing 
participation In and condemn- 
ing all transactions with illegal 
liquor. Our whole system of 
self-government will @erumbls 
either if officials elect- what 
laws they will enforce or citi- 
zens elect what laws they will 
Support. The worst evil of dis- 
regard for some law is that it 
destroys respect/for all law. For 
our citizens to patronize . the 


. Violation of a particular law on 


the ground that they are op- 
posed to it is destructive of the 
very basis of all that protection 
of life, of homes and property 
which they rightly claim under 
other laws. If citizens do not 
like a law, their duty as honest 
men and women is to discourage 
its violation; their right is 
openly to work for its repeal. 
To those of criminal mind 
there can be no appeal but vig- 
Orous enforcement of the law. 
Fortunately, they are but a 
small percentage of our people, 
Their activities must be stopped. 


A National Investigation. 


I propose to appoint a na- 
tional commission for a search- 
ing investigation of the whole 
structure of our Federal 
tem of jurisprudence, to in- 
clude the method of enforce- 
ment of the eighteenth amend- 
Inent and the causes of abuse 
under it. Its purpose will be to 
make such recommendations 
for reorganization of the ad- 
ministration of Federal laws 
and court proeedure as mav be 
found desirable.

Self-govern- 
ment does not and should not 
imply the use of political agen- 
cies alone. Progress is born of 
co-operation in the community 
—not from governmental §re- 
straints. The Government 
should assist and encourage 
these movements of collective 
self-help by itself co-operating 
with them. Business has by co- 
operation made great progress 
in the advancement of service, 
in stability, in regularity or em- 
ployment and in the correction 
of its own abuses. Such prog- 
ress, however, can continue only 
so long as business manifests 
its respect for law. 

There is an equally important 
field of co-operation by the 
Federal Government with the 
multitude of agencies, state, 
municipal] and private, in the 
systematic development of those 
processes which directly affect 
public health, recreation, edu- 
cation and the home. We have 
need. further to perfect the 
means by which Government 
can be adapted to human serv- 


ice.

Although education 
ily a responsibilty of the States 
and local communities, and 
rightly so, yet the nation as a 
whole is vitally concerned in its 
development everywhere to the 
highest standards and to com- 
pete universality. Self-govern- 
ment can succeed only through 
an instructed electorate. Our ob- 
jective is not simply to over- 
come illiteracy. The nation has 
marched far beyond that. The 
more compiex the problems of 
the nation become, the greater 
is the need for more and more 
advanced instruction. Moreover,

every walk of life. We cannot 
hope to succeed in directing this 
increasingly complex civilization

Our form of Govern- 
ment is ill adapted to the re- 
sponsibilities which inevitably 
follow permanent limitation of 
the independence of other peo- 
ples. 

Superficial observers seem to 
find no destiny for our abound- 
ing increase in population, tn 
wealth and power except that of 
imperialism. They fail to see 
that the American people 
engrossed in building for 
themselves of a new economic 
system, a new 
a new politica} 
which are characterized by as- 
Ppirations of freedom of oppor- 
tunity and thereby are the ne- 
gation of imperialism. [hey 
fail to realize that because vf 
Our abounding prosperity our 
youth are pressing more and 
more into our institutions of 
learning; that our people are 
seeking a larger vision through 
art, literature, science and 
travel: that they are moving to- 
ward stronger moral and spir- 
itual life—that from these 
things our sympathies are 
broadening beyond the bounds 
of our nation and race toward 
their true expression in a real 
brotherhood of man. 

They fail to see that the 
idealism of America will lead 
it to no narrow or selfish chan- 
nel, but will inspire it to d9 
its full share as a nation to- 
ward the advancement of c« -ili- 
zaeon, It will do that ngt by 
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mere declaration, but by taking 
a practical part in supporting all 
useful international undertak- 
ings. We not only desire peace 
with the world, but to see peace 
maintained throughout the 
world. We wish to advunze the 
reign of justice and reuson to- 
ward the extinction of fore. 

The recent treaty for the re- 
nunciation of war as +n instru- 
ment of national nol'cv sets an 
advanced standard in our con- 
ception of the relations of na- 
tions. Its acceptance srhont!d 
pave the way to grecter limita- 
tion of armament, thea offer of 
which we sincerely extend to 
the world. 

But its full realization also 
implies a greater ond greater 
perfection in the instrumentali- 
ties for pacific settl:ment of 
controversies between nations. 
In the creation ani use of 
these instrumentali*ics ae 
should support sound 
method of conciliation, arbi- 
tration and judicial sett.ement. 

American statesmen were 
among the first to propose, and 
they have constantly urged 
upon the world, the establish- 
ment of a tribunal for the set- 
tlement of controversies of a 
justiciable character. The Per- 
manent Court of International 
Justice in its maior purpose is 
thus peculiarly identified with 
American ideals and with 
American statesmanship. No 
more potent instrumentality for 
this purpose has ever been con- 
ceived and no other is prac- 
ticable of establishment. ‘The 
reservations placed upon our 
adherence should not be misin- 
terpreted. The United States 
seeks by these reservations no 
special privilege or advantage, 
but only te clarify our relation 
to advisory opinions and other 
matters which are subsidiary to 
the major purpose of the court. 
The way should, and I believe 
will, be found by which we 
may take our proper place ina 
movement so fundamental to 
the progress of peace. 

Our people have determined 
that we should make no politi- 
cal engagements such as-m°m- 
bership in the League of Na- 
ions, w...0h may cor t us in 
nation to .ibe- 
come involved in the settlement 
of controversies between other 
countries. They adhere to the 
belief that the independence of 
America from such obligations 
increases its ability and availa- 
bility for service in all fields of 
human progress.

I have lately returned from a 
journey among our sister re- 
publics of the western hemi- 
sphere. I have received un- 
bounded hospitality and cour- 
tesy as their expression of 
friendliness to our country. We 
are held by particular bonds of 
sympathy and common interest 
with them. They are, each of 
them, building a racial charac- 
ter and a culture which is an 
impressive contribution to hu- 
man progress. We wish only 
for the maintenance of their in- 
dependence, the growth of their 
stability and their prosperity.

Sure'y civ- 
ilization is old enough, surely 
mankind 1s matrre enough sve 
that he ought in our own lile- 
time to find a way t perma.

But the 
Government is that of the whole 
people; the party is the instru- 
ment through which policies are 
determined and men chosen to 
bring them into being. The 
animoisties of elections should 
have no place in our Govern- 
ment for Government must con- 
cern itself alone with the com- 
mon weal. 


Special Session of the 
Congress. 


Action upon some of the pro- 
posals upon which the Repub- 
lican party was returned to 
power, particularly further ag- 
ricultural relief and lmited 
changes in the tariff, cannot in 
justice to our farmers, our 
labor and our manufacturers be 
postponed. I shail therefore re- 
quest a special session of Con- 
for the consideration of 
these two questions.

Other Mandates From the 


Election. 


It appears to me that the 
more important further man- 
dates from the recent election 
were the maintenance of the 
integrity of the Contstiution; 
the vigorous enforcement of the 
laws; the continuance of ecan- 
omy in public expenditure; the 
continued regulation of  busi- 
ness to prevent domination in 
the community; the denial of 
ownership or operation of busi- 
ness by the Government in com- 
petition with its citizens; the 
avoidance of policies which 
would involve us.in the contro- 
versies of foreign nations; the 
more effective reorganization of 
the departments of the Federal 
Government; the expansion of 
public works; and the promo- 
tion of welfare activities affect- 
ing education and the home. 

These were the more tangible 
determinations of-the election, 
but beyond them was the con- 
fidence and belief of the peo- 
ple that we would not neglect 
the support of the embedded 
ideals and aspirations of Amer- 
ica. These ideals and aspira- 
tions are the touch-stones upon 
which the day-to-day adminis- 
tration and legislative acts of 
Government must be tested. 

More than this, the Govern- 
ment must, so far as lies with- 
in its proper powers, give lead- 
ership to the realization of 
these ideals and to the fruition 
of these aspirations. No one 
can adequately reduce these 
things of the spirit to phrases 
or to a catalogue of definitions. 
We do know what the attain- 
ments of these ideals should be: 
The preservation of  self-gov- 
ernment and its full founda- 
tions in local government; the 
perfection of justice whether 
in economic or in social fields; 
the maintenance of ordered lib- 
erty; the denial of domination 
by any group or class; the 
building up and preservation of 
equality of opportunity; the 
stimulation of initiative and in- 
dividuality; absolute integrity in 
public affairs; the choice of of- 
ficials for fitness to office; the 
direction of economic progress 
toward prosperity and the fur- 
ther lessening of poverty; the 
freedom of public opinion: the 
sustaining of education and of 
the advancement of knowledge; 
the growth of religious spirit 
and the tolerance of all faiths; 
the strengthening of the home; 
the advancement of peace. 

There is no short road to the 
realization of these aspirations. 
Ours is a progressive people, 
but with a determination that 
progress must be based upon 
the foundation of experience, 
lil-considered remedies for our 
faults bring only penalties after 
them. But if we hold the faith 
of the men in our mighty past 
who created these ideals, we 
shall leave them heightened and 


strengthened for our children. 


Conclusion. 

This is not the time and place 
for extended discussion. The 
questions before our country 
are problems of progress t0 
higher standards: they are not 
the problems of degeneration. 
They demand thought and they 
serve to quicken the conscience 
and enlist-our sense of respon- 
sibility for their settlement. And 
that responsibility rests upon

While the hearing-room of the Ways and Means Committee is filled with applicants 
for tariff gravy, the Department of State is besieged with red-hot threats of re- 
pnsals from foreign countries if a higher tariff wall 1s reared, and the Department 
of Commerce knits its brows over the effect on American exports.

bassador of Spain: of a great stack of 
hostile editorials clipped from the press 
of our best customers and mailed to the 
State and Commerce Departments. 

“The United States, in trade, is treating 
Canada as if she were a penal colony: this 
has got to stop.” the Montreal Gazette 
warns, Since a tariff war is imminent. Ac- 
tion Catholique of Quebec suggests that “‘it 
would not be a bad idea if we started right 
now organizing ourselves for the fray.” The 
Vancouver Sun, urging this tariff war, says: 

“Mackenzie King will be unworthy of the 

eadership of 10,909,000 Canadians if he 
oiiene this challenge te go unanswere).” 
ven Politiken of Copenhagen comments 
upon the renewal of tariff hostilities between 
France and the United States. and con- 
ludes: “France fecla—we think with cer- 
tain right—that she is the representative of 
the whole of Europe against the hostile 
economic policy of America.” In Buenos 
Aires, the Rural Seciety, most powerful co- 
operative {in South America, startg a cam- 
paign for discriminatory duties against 
American automobiles and machinery.

So runs the tide of foreign warning that 
a higher American tariff wall will bring 
serious reprisals in our Best markets. Of- 
ficials of the Department which Herbert 
Tloover built up as chief promoter of Amer- 
ican exports believe millions will be loat 
to American prosperity if thetariff pledges 
of their ex-chief are carried out. State 
Department officials see their program of 
most-favored-nation treaties completely 
ruined if the stream of tariff supplicants 
which appears before the Ways and Means 
Committee has its way. 

Consider the facta. Consider the figures 
of what we lose and what we gain. Take 
the case eof Argentina. That country sells 


these last 


us an average of 1.900,909 bushels of corn 
every year. This corn reaches a few ports 
along the Pacific and Atlantic coasts, and 
because of its hard, flinty variety, is sold 
to pigeon and chicken fanciers, usually di- 
rect from the ship’s hold because the cost 
of a rail haul inland wou Id make the price 
prohibitive. 

The farmers of the Middle West resent 
this. They object to the pigeons on the 
sea coasts eating driblets of Argentine corn. 
It costs these farmers about 34 cents a 
bushel to ship corn to San Francisco and 
about 22 cents to ship to New York. The 
water haul from Argentina is about 12 
cents. But they are not interested in the 
Price which the bird fancier has to pay 
for his feed. Nor are they interested in 
the fact that the Argentine importation 
amounts to only .0°08 per cent of their total 
corn production. So they demand an in- 
crease of 100 per cent in the tariff on corn. 

Compared to our paltry purchase of !1.- 
600.960 bushels of corn, Argentina buys 
from us more goods than any other Latin- 
American country. She buys from us about 
twice as much as we buy from her. But 
for the sake of $1.99°.990 worth of pigeon 
feed we arouse Argentine prejudice and 
start an Argentine campaign to bar the 
$17%.899.000 worth of automobiles and silk 
stockings and machinery which she pur- 
chases from us. This the tariff aids pros- 
perity 


Canada. Canada and 
the United States carry on a larger volume 
of trade than is carried on between any 
other two nations in the world. We sell 
to Canada twice as much as We sell to our 
next best customer—Great Britain 


In return Canada selis to us about two- 
thirds as much as we sell to her. Much 
of this is extremely profitable to us. For 
instance, Canada sends lean steers from 
her Middle Western and Rocky Mountain 
ranges across the border to be fattened by 
the American farmer. He makes one or 
two cents a pound on them before he ships 
them on to the packing house. There are 
not many of these steers—a quartér of a 
million head iast year During the same 
period we siaughtered i14.909.900 head. 
However, this cattle immigration, small as 
it is, lean as it is. and profitabie as it is 
to the American farmer of the Northwest, 
has not escaped the attention of the vigi- 
lant cattiemen of the South and Middle 
West, who now demand a tariff increase 
of 190 per cent against Canadian cattle on 
the hoof. 


But—and this is why the Department of 
Commerce is worried about the future— 
during the same period that we purchased 
$15,090,009 worth of cattle from Cana ‘ta. 
Canadian farmers increased their purchase 
of agricuitural machinery from us by mor 
than 100 per cent. The total spent on our 
agricultural machinery was $39.9090,000. 

The story could be repeated in some- 
what similar detail in regard to Canadiaa 
wheat. or Canadian milk and cream. or 
Canadian flaxseed, or Canadian alfalfa seed.
